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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


The  year  1976  was  the  busiest  and  most  active  of  any  years 
past  for  this  Department. 

During  the  course  of  the  year,  the  Department  put  in  more 
man  hours  and  mileage  than  ever  before.  For  the  first  time, 
patrolling  in  town  was  scheduled  on  a  routine  basis  from  June 
through  December.  The  Department  also  found  it  necessary  for 
some  occasional  day-time  patrolling  because  of  the  heavy 
weekend  traffic.  I  would  also  like  to  add  that  for  the  first  time 
the  town  had  the  opportunity  to  borrow  a  radar  unit  and  that  the 
officers  were  trained  and  certified  in  the  use  of  this  unit.  It  is 
my  hope  that  the  Department  will  be  able  to  continue  such 
practice,  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  in-town 
traffic  is  at  a  peak.

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This  figure  is  slightly  more  than  the  1976  budget,  however,  I 
would  like  to  explain.  Last  year's  budget  ($3,400)  was 
overspent  by  a  little  over  $100.  Patrolling  was  done  only  for  the 
last  six  months  of  1976  where  as  this  year  it  will  include  January 
through  December.  I  do  feel  that  more  patrolling  will  have  to  be 
done  and  this  will  make  an  increase  in  the  budget.  On  the  other 
hand,  not  as  much  money  will  be  spent  on  equipment  as  1976. 
The  purchasing  of  the  police  cruiser  (which  was  bought  with 
revenue  sharing  funds)  was  only  the  beginning;  the  vehicle 
then  had  to  be  equipped  with  light/siren,  first  aid  kit,  etc.  The 
list  can  go  on  and  on.  These  items  were  purchased  last  year  and 
will  not  effect  this  year's  budget,  therefore,  the  money  spent 
for  these  items  last  year  can  go  for  more  man  hours  and 
patrolling  time  this  year.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


Since  its  beginning  in  1893,  the  State  Forestry  Department 
has  recognized  the  fact  that  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  is  a  joint  state  and  town  or  city  responsibility.  Local 
authorities  recommend  names  of  persons  to  the  State  Forester, 
who  appoints  one  person  as  town  or  city  fire  warden  and  several 
other  persons  as  town  or  city  deputy  fire  wardens  to  a  three 
year  term. 

The  local  forest  fire  warden  controls  the  kindling  of  all 
outside  fires,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  by 
issuing  a  written  permit  for  kindling  a  fire.  Permits  are  only 
issued  at  such  times  and  in  such  places  as  the  fire  warden 
deems  as  safe. 

The  State  Forest  Fire  Service  trains  the  local  forest  fire 
organization  in  modern  forest  fire  prevention  and  suppression 
tactics.  The  State  also  provides  backup  personnel  and 
equipment  for  suppression  and  prevention  activities. 

The  combination  of  State  and  local  forces  has  resulted  in  one 
of  the  smallest  acreage  loss  due  to  forest  fires  in  the  United 
States  for  the  past  20  years.

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OVERVIEW  OF  THE  PROPOSED  1977  -  78  BUDGET 


The  proposed  1977-78  school  budget,  including  all  special 
warrant  articles,  would  have  increased  spending  only  3.5% 
over  this  year's  budget  were  it  not  for  extraordinary  increases 
in  transportation  and  secondary  tuition.  Instead,  a  20.75% 
overall  increase  is  projected  should  all  warrant  articles  be 
approved.  Of  the  additional  $29,553.83  requested  for  next  year, 
$24,471.28  of  it  is  needed  just  to  cover  increases  in  transpor- 
tation (up  82  % )  and  tuition  payments  (up  41  % ) .

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


This  has  been  an  extremely  fine  year  for  the  Grantham 
School  District.  Our  kindergarten,  operating  in  cooperation 
with  Springfield,  has  provided  an  important  learning 
environment  for  seven  children  from  Grantham,  seven  children 
from  Springfield,  and  one  child  from  Croydon.  In  the  Village 
School,  basic  programs  have  continued  to  strengthen  while  art, 
music,  and  physical  education  have  expanded  the  experiences 
of  the  children.  Head  teacher,  Patricia  Slosar,  and  her  staff 
deserve  a  great  deal  of  praise  and  support  from  us  all  for  their 
hard  work  and  initiative. 

As  a  result  of  warrant  articles  authorized  at  the  Annual 
Meeting  in  March  of  1976,  the  Village  School  is  a  more  cheerful 
and  safer  place  to  be.
